2. INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 

2.1 Dl is considered to be the prior art closest to 
the subject matter of claim 1. Dl discloses (the 
references in parentheses are to Dl) a cleaning 
device (paragraph [0029]) for printing cylinders 
and plate cylinders (paragraph [0001]) having a 
guide rail (7) situated approximately parallel to 
the printing cylinder, a washing apparatus 

("blanket washer'') being guidable along the 
longitudinal side of the guide rail which faces 
the printing cylinder and having a cleaning brush 

(3) that can be rotatably driven about a 
rotational axis extending approximately parallel 
to the printing cylinder and disposed between the 
planes defined by the upper side and the lower 
side of the guide rail (7) (figure 4) .

2.2 The present independent claim 1 differs from Dl in 
that the rotary actuator allocated to the at least 
one cleaning brush is situated in the enveloping 
circle formed by the outer periphery of the brush. 
The rotary actuator in Dl is situated behind the 
cleaning brush. 

Claim 1 is therefore novel (PCT Article 33(2)). 

2.3 The problem to be solved was that of providing a 
cleaning device with a compact and space-saving 
design , 

2.4 Dl does not provide a rotary actuator integrated 
into the outer periphery of the brush. In contract 
thereto, the rotary actuator is provided 
separately. Although a rotary actuator integrated 
in the outer periphery of the brush is anticipated 
by documents such as D2, these documents do not 
mention guide rails. In D2, the cleaning- device 
extends along the entire length of the cylinder to 
be cleaned, and is not axially displaceable . 

A person skilled in the art is not prompted by the 
prior art to design such a device in which the 
guide rail and the integrated rotary actuator are 
provided in a single device* 

An inventive step can therefore be recognized (PCT 
Article 33 (3) ) . 



3. Dependent: claims 2 to 6 

Claims 2 to 6 are dependent on claim 1 and 
therefore also meet the PCT requirements for 
novelty and inventive step. 
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
